Luise Rainer, one of the brilliant stars 
of “A Kiss For Cinderella” made her 
stage debut at the age of sixteen in her 
native Vienna—and for several years 
toured throughout Central Hurope with 
outstanding repertory companies,  in- 
cluding the famed Max Rheinhart Thea- 
tre.
